The Passing Show

Under the disadvantage of sitting next to 
two young women, one of whom kept explaining 
to the other in advance. the action cf the play— 
in each instance telling her wrongly—I saw the 
closing performance of “Mary of Scotland.” I'm 
looking forward now to comparing Hollywood's 
master-effort at historical drama with its Bri- 
tish rival “Nine Days a Queen,” 
exhibited in Edmonton, 

It's not to be expected that the British film 
will attain in magnificance to the settings that 
furnished forth “Mary of Scotland.” The 
Hollywood conception of the interior of Mary 
Stuart's castle at Holyrood made it a more 
queenly bower than the cold record of history 
paints. The lavish settings and the richness of 
the support rather brought into contrast the 
dificulty the Hollywood moguls apparently had 
in finding a Mary free from a mid-wesiern 
accent. 

Miss Hepburn’s lustreless voice is something 
she cannot be blamed for. It may have been 
necessary to caricature Darnley and distort the 
story of Mary’s relations with Bothwell, in order 
to depict her as a pure, unspotted Hollywood 
heroine, dying for love and for her faith. But 
was it necessary to have the Scottish queen 
utter such a crude Americanism as “I’m 
through!” Not even the language of the papal 
decree conveyed by Bishop Gallacher to the 
ship reporters at New York, in reference to the 
conference at Rome over Father Coughlin’s 
abusive attack on President Roosevelt, “so long 
as he doesn’t abuse constituted authority, it’s all 
hunky-dory,” doesn’t justify a scenarist in put- 
ting a twentieth century American idiom into 
the mouth of Mary Stuart. 

For the most part the men were excellent, 
but there must. be a score of young actresses at 
Hollywood who could have given a more con- 
vincing portrayal than did Miss Hepburn. The 
difficulty in a democracy is that the masses 
worship names, even in their entertainments. 
What a role Bergner would have made of Mary 
—especially with a littie editing of the script. 

“Mary of Scotland” will be listed among the 
great films, and I’m grateful that it was 
brought here. It will be interesting to com- 
pare it with that other tragic story of Lady 
Jane Grey, as British producers present it. It 
won't have the million dollar settings of “Mary 
of Scotland.” It'll probably be content to have 
only the Tower of London and Hampton Court 
Palace—the “real thing’ of course—and the 
real cell in which Jane was held prisoner, and 
depend for its appeal on the dramatic quality 
of the story and the fidelity to life of the actors.

The modern diathermy is one of the most 
important heat treatments which the doctor has 
at his disposal. The name diathermy means 
“heat through” and this machine works on the 
principle that the passage of the current through 
the tissues of the body will cause them to be- 
2 Gases «=6Ccome:s«socheated. Inasmuch as 
ae te, ' the electrical impulses must 
ie occur at a high rate of fre- 
quency for this effect to be 
manifest, the diathermy is 
often called a “high fre- 
quency” machine. This equip- 
ment is also often referred to 
as the d’ Arsonval current, 
being named for the man who 
F. McCoy first discovered the fact that 
heat could be directed through the tissues by 
using a high frequency current. 

Prior to the invention of the diathermy, man 
had to depend upon applying heat to the surface 
of the body and was unable to contro] the depth 
of the heat effect. Or, ‘heat could be introduced 
through running hot water into certain cavities 
by the use of the douche or the enema. It was 
only after the discovery of the diathermy, that it 
became possible to send heat deep into the tis- 
sues, to the exact spot where it was most need- 
ed. 

Inasmuch as the diathermy has proved a 
most valuable treatment, its use has steadily 
increased, I particularly recommerd the dia- 
thermy in the treatment of pneumonia and in 
treating such cases, a portable model is used so 
that the patient may have the benefit of the 
treatment without the necessity of moving him 
from his bed. Inasmuch as diathermy has been 
found beneficial in relieving the pain of pneu- 
monia as well as in bringing about a more rapid 
recovery, many hospitals now use the diathermy 
as a routine treatment in all cases of pneu- 
monia. 

However, this kind of heat treatment has also 
been hedpful in treating many other conditions, 
among which are the following: bronchitis, ar- 


thritis, neuralgia, sciatica, lumbago, strained or 


sore muscles, dislocated joints, chronic prostra- 
titis, and chronic sinus disease. The diathermy 
may also be used to advantage in those patients 
having abdominal distress, when the soothing 
comforting heat will cause the contracted mus- 
cles to relax, at the same time that the pain is 
relieved. The diathermy is also used in some 
cases of chronic pelvic inflammation. 

Most patients greatly enjoy the diathermy 
treatment, the treatment being given for a period 
of twenty to thirty minutes longer. During the 
first part of the treatinent, the patient is not 
conscious of any feeling of heat on the skin sur- 
face, but feels a diffused sense of warmth which 
is generated deep within the tissues. When the 
diathermy treatment is given by a skilled opera- 
tor the patient reports only a comfortable sense 
of heat and the patient frequently looks forward 
to the diathermy treatment with a great deal of 
pleasurable anticipation. I have often had pa- 
tients protest when I told them they were well 
enough to discontinue the diathermy treatment, 
as they insist that of all the electrical treatments 
they had been receiving, they thought the dia- 
thermy was doing the most good 

Undoubtedly, whenever it is desired to re- 
lieve pain, the diathermy will get better results 
than the application of heat direct to the surface 
of the body. This is probably due to the fact that 
heat applied externally does not reach to a suf- 
ficient depth to influence the nerve endings, 
whereas the diathermy provides a much deeper 
heat. I advise that the diathermy be used when- 
ever it is desired to relieve pain, to bring about 
better drainage through a part, and to bring 
about a brisk flow of blood for the purpase of 
washing away impurities. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Miss R. M. asks: “Please tell me 
what is, causing me to be sick at my stomach?” 

ANSWER: Nausea may be due to a stomach 
disorder, a liver or gall bladder diserder, or to 
colitis, as well as to other causes. The best ad- 
vice I can give you is to have an examination in 
order to find out what is producing the symp- 
tom. In some cases nausea is produced even when 
the patient is physically sound, because of eimo- 
tional or psychic causes 

QUESTION: H. L. V. writes: “I am troubled 
by little sacks of clear mucus brought up in 
clearing the throat. An acquaintance says these 
are produced as the result of catarrh and highly 
praises the so-called mucusless diet. Please tell 
me what kind of diet this is.” 

ANSWER: The mucusless diet is composed 
of plenty of green vegetables and the foods 
which are to be avoided while following this 
diet are starches, sugars and fats. At one time 
the mucusless diet was somewhat well known, 
being first started by Professor Ehret. After 
his death, the same publicity was not given this 
dieting regimen as it had received before and 
one does not hear about it so frequently nowa- 
days.

NEW YORK, Sept. 30—-A study of 


27 cases of primary cancer of the 


middle coat of the eye was describ- 


ed today before the annual conven- 


tion of the Amer'can Academy of 
Opthalmology and Otolaryngology 
by Dr. S. Hanford McKee, distin- 
guished Montreal eye specialist and 
1932 president of the academy. 

Dr. McKee, who encountered the 
cases since the war years in con- 
nection with his work at the Mon 
treal General Hospital, said early 
removal of the eye gave the best 
possible chance of recovery when 
diagnosis showed presence of tu- 
mors 


IN FIVE GROUPS 

Reviewing the history of thi 
type of cancer and discussing in de- 
tail the type of cell concerned, Di 
McKee said Major Callander of 
Washington in 1931 divided the tu- 
mors into five groups according to 
the type of cell 

It has been shown quite conclus- 
ively, he added, that certain of 
these types were most malignant 


and cause death in a comparatively 


short time while one type very de- 
finitely did not seem to be malig 
nant

FOR GLAUCOMA 

A glass wiridow for looking into 


the eye and performing a new kind 
of operation for glaucoma was an- 
nounced at the convention. Glau- 
coma is a hardening of the eyeball 
It is rated as one of the serious 
blindness risks of adult life.
